He was supported by the consulting

Bernard Brown, A. H. Compton, M. K. 
Lo, T. E. Pearce, and J. H. Taggart; 
Mr. S. T. Williamson was absent. 

The chairman said:— : 

- The result of the company’s working for 
the year 1938 which we now present to you 
is eminently satisfactory, the account hav- 
ing run off with a credit balance of $669,- 

429.78, the fifth best we have had. This ts 
the more gratifying in view of the fact that 
premium: income fell by just over $120,000, 
as compared with that received during the 
year 1937; this drop in revenue was due to 
_ the material curtailment of our Sterling 
operations and also to the greatly -reduced 
showing of our takings at Shanghai and the 
Northern Agencies, when converted into 
Hong Kong dollars at present day rates of 
exchange. : 

A comparison of ratios as between 1938 
and 1937 reveals the following:—Losses 
45.91 per cent as against. 61.74 per cent, 
charges $0.15 per cent and 37.67 per cent 
leaving a balance of 13.94 per cent as 
against the extremely narrow one of .59 per 
cent for 1937. The rate for Sterling ex- 
change remaining at 1/2%gd, no change took 
place in this respect. De 

The balance at credit of 1939 working 
account—after, 12 months—stands at $653,- 
596.82, a decrease of $108,855.38 on that for 
1938 at the same stage. This is due to a 
still further, pruning of our Sterling transac- 
tions and the yet ‘lower exchange at which 
both ‘premium income and interest, eman- 
ating from China sources, have been taken 
into our books. We are optimistic however 
that unless anything particularly unforeseen 
occurs, the outturn at the end of this year 
may not fall far short of that for 1938, 

The surplus to be dealt with is $669,429.73 
—the balance of 1938 account—and we now 
recommend the payment of $11 per share, 
-absorbing $440,000, the appropriation of 
$100,000 to reinsurance fund and that the 
balance of $129,429.78 be transferred to in- 
vestment and exchange fluctuation account. 

This represents a cut of one dollar per 
share In the dividend and much as we re- 
gret having to advocate it, we feel share- 
holders will agree-that, in view of the 
heavy shrinkage of over $80,000—or $2 per 
share—in income from interest, this course 
is only wise.

- SHANGHAI INVESTMENTS 

It will be borne in mind that we are es- 
sentially an Eastern company, incorporated 
in Hong Kong, and that, certainly over the 
first forty years of our existence, the 
bulk of our income was derived from Shang- 
hai and China generally. This being so, it 
is only natural that we should have cons!- 

. derable investments in Shanghai in the 
shape of debentures and first-class mort- 
gages; I think I can say without exagger- 
ation that there is no record of our ever 
having made a loss over them in terms of 

Shanghai dollars, ‘either in respect of prin- 

cipal or interest. This is still true to-day 

but, in terms of Hong Kong dollars, .the 

Shanghai currency is by no means what it 

was. 

Turning to the balance sheet, I have to 
call your attention to the transfer of a fur- 
ther $500,000 that we have been obliged to

varied resources of India and explaining the sys- 


tems of Government, 
last evening on the 
the.

Remarking that Indian forces had been sent to 
Malaya and Egypt, as well as providing troops 
for Aden, the Secretary for India said it had.been 
impossible so far to satisfy the aspiration of a 


great number of those wishing to put their per- . 


‘sonal services at the King Emperor’s disposal. 


The Indian Princes, ‘he continued, 
had been specially forward in making 
material contributions and he in- 
stanced the Nizam of Hyderabad’s 
gift of £100,000 out of which a 
squadron bearing his name had been 
provided, as typical of these rulers’ 
attitude. _ 

After speaking of the Indian Navy, 
which he felt sure would enhance its 
present high prestige, Lord Zetland 
said the Indian Air. Force had reach- 
ed a high standard of efficiency and 
‘it was apparent the air was an ele- 
ment particularly congenial to young 
Indians.

ECONOMIC SIDE 


Turning to the economic side, he 
said new industries were being 
started and the utmost use would be 
made of such substances as asbestos, 
bauxite and chromite, and he added: 
“The resources of the Indian ‘sub- 
continent seem indeed to be’ well 
nigh inexhaustible and they are be- 
ing most industriously developed.” 

Devoting the remainder of the 
speech to political - relations between 
Britain and India, Lord Zetland: said: 
“The goal we have set before our- 
selves is to aid the people of India 
to acquire a measure of political 
unity. which will enable her to take. 
her plate as a great self-governing 
Dominion in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations,” and he reviewed 
the objects of the Government ~ of 
India Act of 1939, whereby provincial 
governments were transferred to_In- 
dian Ministries and responsible In- 
dian Parliaments and provided for 
bringing both the provinces of British, 
India and the States of ruling places 
into a great Indian Federation. 


POLITICAL FORCES 


Difficulties had arisen, he said, and 
he explained the co-operation of these 
main political forces, the Indian Na- 
tional Congress, the Princes and the 
All-India Moslem League, essential to 
the establishment of federation. All 
‘three, however, had raised objections 
with the result that. the Congress 
Party was now demanding a com-
